2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 

3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes and to negotiate the extension or 
renewal of the notes securing such loans when it is necessary. 


4. 'To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,414.00 (One thousand four hundred fourteen dollars and no cents) 
for the Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Association. 

5. (Requested) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $7,500.00 (Seven thousand five hundred dollars and no 
cents) for the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,200.00 (One thousand two hundred and no cents) for the New Lon- 
don Hospital. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any 
material or equipment deemed to be surplus to the Town needs; the 
sale of highway material or equipment to be made with the approval of 
the Road Agent. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to be a member of the regional plan-

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SELECTMEN’S NOTES 


In Memorandum 
Clarence Prescott, passed away this year. He was the oldest lifelong 
resident of Wilmot. 
John Barelle passed away on Dec. 1, 1981. John was a long time 
member and chairman of our Board of Adjustment. His opinions and 
advice were recognized by everyone as being the best. 
The town will miss these two good men. 


The financial condition of the town was excellent as of Dec. 31, 1981, 
with a surplus of $74,063.00. More revenue was received than expected 
and a savings in the budget of $15,234.00 was realized. 

Hard work on the part of the Town Road Agent and helper ac- 
counted for savings, as did the Selectmen in getting bids on insurance. 
Our unemployment insurance and workmen’s compensation insurance 
is now placed thru the N.H. Municipal Association. | 

Reconstruction was started on the Kearsarge Valley Road and will 
be carried on for several years to completion. We have only about 
$7,500.00 per year to use for this purpose from TRA funds. 

The town has much bridge work to be done over the next few years. 
A survey of all town bridges was made by a state of N.H. engineer in 
1981 and many bridges are below standards. This is an expensive pro- 
ject. 

The town purchased gasoline on the State of N.H. contract this year 
with a resulting savings of approximately 19¢ per gallon. Savings also 
resulted from negotiating on prices for fuel oil and diesel fuel for town 
uses.

To increase the amount alloted for town dump and garbage 
removal from $15,150.00 to $15,400.00 

To increase the amount for Recreation, Parks, etc., from $400.00 
to $1,400.00 

To apply $30,000.00 from surplus funds to reduce the amount to 
be raised. 

The amended article was to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$170,723.28, less estimated revenue of $74,592.00, less $30,000.00 
from surplus, leaving a total of $66,131.28 to be raised by taxation. 
The motion was carried. 


ARTICLE 3: The motion was made by Ernest Patten to see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in an- 
ticipation of taxes and to negotiate the extension or renewal of the 
notes securing such loans when it is necessary. The motion was 
seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 4: The motion was made by Alice Chandler to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,475.00, for the 
Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Association. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 


ARTICLE 5: The motion was made by Tom Voss to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $6,500.00, for the Wilmot 
Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. The motion was seconded and carried 
without dissent. 


ARTICLE 6: The motion was made by Earle Chandler to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200.00 for the 
New London Hospital. The motion was seconded and carried without 
dissent. 


ARTICLE 7: The motion was made by Ernest Patten to see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any material or equip- 
ment deemed to be surplus to the Town needs; the sale of highway 
material or equipment to be made with the approval of the Road 
Agent. The motion was seconded and carried without dissent. 
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ARTICLE 8: The motion was made by Tom Voss to see if the Town 
will vote to be a member of the regional planning commission, organiz- 
ed and named the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council, and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $423.00, as the Town’s share of the annual 
operating expenses of the regional planning commission to be used in 
conjunction with other state and federal funds available for planning 
purposes. The motion was seconded and carried without dissent after 
discussion. 


ARTICLE 9: The motion was made by Martha Peabody to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $800.00, for the con- 
tinuation of services to the low income residents of Wilmot through 
the Kearsarge Valley Area center of the Community Action Program, 
Belknap-Merrimack Counties, Inc. The motion was seconded and car- 
ried without dissent after discussion. 


ARTICLE 10: The motion was made by Earle Chandler to see if the 
Town will vote to sell the so-called Randlett land and buildings in 
North Wilmot; said sale to be by public auction or sealed bids as deter- 
mined by the Selectmen. The matter was tabled. 


ARTICLE 11: The motion was made by John Schlosser to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $199.00, for 
membership in the Lake Sunapee Association. The motion was second- 
ed and carried without dissent. 


ARTICLE 12: The motion was made by Judith Rayno to see if the 
Town will vote to establish a Wilmot Town Cemeteries Trust Fund, 
with monies received from sale of cemetery lots, income from said 
trust fund to be used for maintenance of Town Cemeteries. The motion 
was seconded and carried without dissent. 


ARTICLE 13: The motion was made by Robert Minard to see if the 
Town will vote to petition the Representatives and Senators who 
represent the Town in the General Court to support in the current ses- 
sion of the General Court, the concurrent resolution to amend the 
State Constitution to limit the annual increase in property taxes to 
five percent and to limit the annual increase in spending by the State 
or any city, town or other governmental unit of the State to five per- 
cent. The motion was seconded. After much discussion, the motion 
was defeated. 


ARTICLE 14: The motion was made by John Herrington to instruct 
the Board of Selectmen to examine the economic feasibility of the 
Town of Wilmot entering into a contractual agreement with the Town 
of Sutton’s solid waste disposal system and present a proposal to the 
voters at the 1982 Town Meeting. 

An amendment to prevent the Selectmen from entering into a renew- 
ed contract under the present system before the Sutton report was 
ready was withdrawn. 
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An amendment which would require the Selectmen to present the 
Sutton report at a special town meeting prior to February 14, 1982 was 
defeated. 

The original motion was carried without dissent. 

The motion was made to adjourn the meeting at 9:10 P.M. 

The motion was seconded and carried without dissent.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SERVICES 


The Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Association has touched the lives of 
many people in your town this year. The enrollment in the Child 
Health Program has increased serving 15 children in your town with a 
total of 32 immunizations given. We have screened 72 people at your 
Blood Pressure Clinics/Health Fairs with 8 new people in attendance. 
The growth of KVNA is also reflected in the 319 nursing care visits, 62 
Physical and Occupational Therapy visits, and 569.5 hours for 
Homemaker and Home Health Aide in your town. 


In 1982 we are requesting for the third straight year, the per capita 
assessment of $1.95. Total town appropriations equal 15% of our 
operating budget. RN’s, Homemaker/Home Health Aides, a Physical 
Therapist and Occupational Therapist are offering more sophisticated 
health care including blood drawing and plans for IV Therapy. For the 
patient, this may mean reduced time spent in the hospital and lowered 
health care costs. For the elderly, our supportive services may enable 
people to remain in their own homes, forestalling or preventing institu- 
tional placement. These visits are reflected in the following age 
distribution of our total caseload.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


During the past year the trustees, librarian and volunteers have con- 
tinued their efforts to make the Wilmot Public Library a truly viable 
part of the community. Emphasis has been on improved public rela- 
tions and greater cooperation with other town and area groups. 

Programs during the year included a reception in May, co-sponsored 
by the Wilmot Historical Society, for Florence Langley whose second 
book With Prayer and Psalm had just been published. In June, 
Frances Shine, author of Conjuror’s Journal, spoke on her research for 
this book based on the life of Richard Potter for whom Potter Place is 
named. 

“Grandpa” Al Schoeler again presented two Spooky Story Hours to 
help celebrate Halloween. These are very popular with the youngsters 
in town. Another program for children was presented in December by 
Garvin Dalglish who told his own story of the Purple Pugassus and il- 
lustrated it with line drawings. Also, Mary Jane Ogmundson conducts 
a story hour on the third Saturday of each month at 10:30 A.M. We 
hope that as the weather improves more children will be able to enjoy 
her readings. 

The library cooperated again this year with the Summer Beach Pro- 
gram. More than 130 books were circulated among the children in the 
program. We have been given a list of shut-ins in town by the KVNA 
and are making every effort to see that these people get reading 
materials if they wish them. 

At the April 15th meeting of Wilmot Grange #309 Thelma Minard 
was given the Non-Granger of the Year award for service to the com- 
munity through her work at the library. 

As trustees of the library, perhaps the most important events of the 
year are the volunteers’ meetings held each spring and fall. It is a time 
to exchange ideas, ask and answer questions but, more importantly, it 
is a chance for us to express our appreciation for their continued 
dedication. Without the help of Arlene French, Clara Langley, 
Florence Langley, Betty Nicoll, Mary Jane Ogmundson, Judy Walker, 
Helen White and Frances Wilcox we would be hardpressed to keep the 
library functioning. We thank them and all others who have generous- 
ly donated time, money and books. 

One important change in library policy should be noted. In the past 
we have not charged fines for overdue books. However, since some 
patrons are quite lax about returning books, we voted unanimously to 
charge twenty-five cents per week for any book that is more than one 
week overdue. We hope that this will help us to keep our books cir- 
culating rather than resting on someone’s shelf or table. Books may be 
renewed either in person or by phone during library hours, 526-6804. 

The welcome mat is always out. Trustees’ meetings, normally held 
the second Saturday of each month, are open to the public. We would 
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be glad to have your suggestions and comments. Stop in and see us at 
your library.
